The bishops whose 
names ho quotes in Ins attack upon my 
character have been placed in a position 
which reflects discredit upon their repu- 
tations, or Bishop Talbot's accusations 
are absolutely false—and I know that the 
•word of these j;cntlemen cannot be im- 
pugned." 


Dr. Irvine said in conclusion that lie is 


not a member of the Catholic club, nor 
has he ever made any accusations at the 
club or bad words with Dr. Upjohn. 


NO HEARING POSSIBLE. 


That there will be no hearing of the 


' clmrgoi against Bishop Ethelbert Talbot 


of the diocese of central Philadelphia'by 
the court recently appointed by Bishop 
ruttle is the statement made by church- 
men who arc well posted in the canonical 
laws of the Episcopal church. The trou- 
ble comes from u recent change in the 
canons of the church regarding the ap- 
pointment of a court ot that nature. 


The first intimation of the 
trouble 


comes in the shape of an editorial in 
the Church Standard, the oldest organ 
of the church in this country. 
In the 


issue of the Standard the Rev. Dr. John. 
Fulton, the editor, says that the presid- 
ing bishop has constituted the board of 
inquiry under a canon of the late gen- 
eral convention. The new canon will 
come into operation on Jan. 1, 1005. The 
board of inquiry is called to meet on 
Jan. 10, and when it docs meet on that 
date it will not be constituted as the 
new canon requires. 


Men versed in church law say that the 


only course now left is to let the present 
court meet on the date named. It can 
then lecide that it no longer has juris- 
diction in such matters and refer the 
matter back to Bishop Tuttle, the presid- 
ing bishop, for further action. 


AWAIT PRJESENTOR'S COUNSEL. 
The local presenters and Dr. W. B. Bo- 


dine, senior presbyter, and presiding offi- 
cer of the board of inquiry to investigate 
the charges made by Rev. Dr. Ingram N. 
W. Irvine against Bishop Ethelbert Tal- 
bot of the central Episcopal diocese of 
Pennsylvania are awaiting the arrival of 
Herbert Noble of New York, chief coun- 
sel for the presenters. Mr. Noble was 
expected here today to confer with J. 
Frederick Jcnkinson, Andrew C. McBride 
and other presenters, and Dr. Bodine 
concerning plans for the hearing which 
had been set for Jan. 1. Mr. Jenkinson, 
Dr. Bodine and others interested in the 
case stated that they had received no 
word from Mr. Noble and that if he was 
in the city they were not awnre of his 
presence. Mr. Jenkinson said he had re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Noble in which 
.he latter stated that he would bo here

"Up to thc present time thc Philippine 


commission has had its eye on congress 
nnd upon public opinion," he continued. 
"It should be given a free hand and be 
responsible only to the insular depart- 
ment of the government and not made to 
answer to congress and uncducated,pub- 
lie ooinion." 


The speaker declared that the United 


States is carrying out a mixed policy of 
assimilation and autonomy through the 
assimilation of our institutions. He as- 
serted that he did not believe in such 
assimilation as would give the Filipinos 
statehood, because bur experience with 
thc negroes and Chinese he believrd, has 
shown that there aro some races that 
will not assimilate.

Monstiers Mertnville, formerly Mary 
Gw«nd6lin • Caldwell, announcing 
her 


change •• of faith and forsaking of the 
Catholic church, has turned all .eyes 
towards. the . Catholic University of 
America, located at Washington, for it 
was in connection with the founding 
of this-institution of learning that the 
marquise, then Miss Caidwell, won dis- 
tinction by her munificent'gifts which 
made possible the realization of the 
hopes and' dreams of the church digni- 
taries for a denominational institution 
of higher learning. 


As early as 1883 Bishop Spalding 


had, In speeches before Catholic as- 
semblies, advocated strongly the es- 
tablishment of a university where "the 
pursuit i.qf the highest scholarship by 
American]) Catholics could be carried 
on in«<$e environment of American 
life," anil', it is not strange that the 
strong-convictions and hopes of the 
bishop^'Should -have 'made their deep 
ImpvessIoWi upon his young wards, 
Misses MaSy and iena Caldwell, who 
were beirfe educated in a Washington 
convent, the parents of the girls hav- 
ing become converts to' the Roman 
Catholic faith some time before th« 
father's death. 


Bishop Spalding vcas trustee of the 


Caldwoll estate, and 
in 
1885, when 


Marr reached her majority, 
he was 


able to announce to the Third Plenary 
council of the 
American 
hierarchy, 


then In session at Baltimore, the gift 
of $300,000, a third of Miss Caldwell's 
fortune, for the founding of the divin- 
ity college of the proposed- university. 
In addition to this, Miss Caldwell's 
sister, Lena, gave $50,000 for the en- 
dowment of a chair in the divinity

faculty, and other donations were soon 
afterwards received which raised the 
total funds of the new. institution to 
$800,000. 


Such was the auspicious beginning. 


The first building erected'upon the 65 
acres of groundi secured at Washington 
was the Mary Gwendolin 
Cald-well 


Divinity hall, costing $175,000, and her 
name adorns conspicuously this, the 
most imposing edifice on the grounds. 


Tho diiHcultieg which havo seemed 


to confront the university "from tha 
very nrst have' been of a three-fold 
character, -namely: Lack of financial 
support, lack of student patronage, and 
ecclesiastical difliculties. In the man- 
agement and control of the institution 
Tha plant and endowment amount to 
about $2,000,000, and in 15 years the in- 
stitution has graduated- 248 students, 
while 158 students were enrolled last 
year, with 24 regular Instructors. 
' The first rector of the university was 
Right Rev. John J. Keane, D. D., who 
after less than ten years of service, was 
removed by tha pope. 


Right Rev. Thomas Oonaty, D. D., 


was chosen to fill the vacancy, and 
after a short service of six years ho 
was removed in 1903 and the 
third 


rector, Right Rev. Mgr. D. J. O'Con- 
nell, D. D., appointed as his successor. 


Pope Pius X., has indorsed the plan 


of the university board lor the taking 
of an annual collection for the next 
ten years in the Catholic churches. 


Cardinal Gibbons reports receipts 


last year of $150,809, in addition to its 
regular Income from funds already In- 


1 vested. 


.The university has besni a" strong 


center of interest and attraction for 
the many Catholic religious orders. 
Clustering, about the main university 
buildings there have been reared one 
after the other splendid structures to 
shelter 'the Dominicans, 
Franciscans, 


Oblates of Mary, Fathers of the Holy 
Cross, Sulplclans, Paullsts, Martsts, 
'etc. The Apostolic Mission house, 
costing $50,000, and the Dominican 
House of Studies, costing a like sum, 
wore erected in 1893, and in tho Uni- 
versity Bulletin of last year was an 
appaal of Thomas J. Sbaham. for 
a 


magnificent university cathedral to be 
erected1 upon the university grounds. 


The university board has, as part of 


its plans, the adorning of the grounds 
with statues of great men-of'the Cath- 
olic faith in- church -and state, some- 
thing after the manner of th'e Pincian 
Hill In Rome, so that In time the Cath-. 
ollc university at Washington .will be- 
come noteworthy as a center of Cath- 
olic memorials snd-rtlicious order*.

The 
Inlet-view was reported to his master 
by the count. The czar was so Impress- 
ed that he- called the first universal 
peace conference to meet at The Hague 
and Invited all civilized nations to send 
delegates. • Thus It la that a woman 
was behind the first definite and large, 
movement for1 arbitration Instead oJ 
war among the nations. Fittingly so, 
too, for women suffer most'from war.

From that day 
to this she has been speaking and 
writing for world peace.- She was onn 
of the most elociuent speakers at the re- 
cent Boston International peace con- 
ference. Following that conference she 
lectured in various cities of the Union, 
her theme still peace, glorious peace, 
which will preserve human life instead 
of destroying It, which will cause glad- 
ness-instead »t weeping among women, 
which will bring prosperity to the 
world's nations.

HOW TOcSUPPRESS ROWDYISM 


Methods Advocated to Stop DIasrrnce at 


Ball Games,' 


Baseball club owners always like to 


pose during tlie winter as angelic advo- 
cates of clean baseball and enemies of 
rowdyism on the diamond. It doesn't 
seem to matter to the posers that each 
summer the heat of a pennant campaign 
finds more or Jess of them condoning 


flianism and openly inimical to the um- 


pires whose hands they seemed'so eager 
to strengthen during the cold woather. 
Hereafter, .when a National league um- 
pire puts a player out oi a game for any 
cause that player must pay a fine of $10 
into tho league treasury, and if the play- 
er's offense is such as to call for suspen- 
sion by the league he must pay a. fine 
of-$10 for each day's suspension. The 
object of this was to remove the odium 
with which the players regard those club 
owners who honestly attempted to sup- 
port league discipline by fining their own 
players for getting put out of the jjarnc, 
while other clubs did not imp9se any 
fines. As such it is laudable, but in ef- 
fect the rule will be more likely to de- 
feat its own ends. In the first place the 
umpire will be less likely to eject an un- 
•uly player, knowing it will result in a 
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Chicago Board of Trade.
